While continuing to be the only 
city in Orange County without a 
property tax, Yorba Linda, never- 
theless, made impressive gains in 
1975, according to a recap of 
activities reported by City Adminis- 
trator Art Simonian. 

The report highlighted activities 
in the Services, Development, 
Capital Improvements and Fiscal 
and Administration areas of the 
city’s operation. 

Total permit valuation was in 
excess of $33 million. A code 
enforcement officer and public 
works inspector was added to staff 
through a federal program of 
funding. 

Recreation continued to expand, a 
Community Center was added, 
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steps are being taken to acquire 
another building and a park site. Not 
mentioned in the report, but of 
importance, was the passing of an 
ordinance to establish a Park and 
Recreation Commission. 

Annexations added several hun- 
dreds of acres to the city and another 
large one is in the offing. A 
neighborhood shopping center was 
completed and became operative. 

1975 PROGRESS REPORT 
SERVICES 

Building, Planning and Engineer- 
ing: 

Total building permit valuation 
for the 1975 calendar year was 
$33,152,905 including $1,702,023 
permit valuation for commercial 
buildings. This evaluation is a 
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substantial increase over 1974. The 
Planning Department assumed the 
responsibility for code enforcement 
and issuance of business licenses by. 
employing a Code Enforcement 
Officer under C.E.T.A. Public 
Works continued to increase its 
services by employing personnel 
under C.E.T.A. A ,Public Works 
inspector employed under C.E.T.A. 
also provides inspection for public 
works projects eliminating the need 
for contracting this service. 

Police Protection: ; 

The City continued its contractual 
arrangement with the City of Brea 
for police service. The City Council. 
also continued the citizen’s task 
force which is making an in depth 
study to evaluate alternate forms of 


deliverance of police services, 


? including establishing a city police 


department. 
Recreation: 
The City continued to expand its 


. recreation program by offering 


additional activities to the citizens of 
Yorba Linda. The recreation 


, department coordinated its efforts 


with the local Y.M.C.A. so as not to 
duplicate various programs. Activi- 
ties at the ball field situated at Valley 
View and Yorba Linda Boulevard 
increased following the installation 
of lights in 1974, with the field being 
utilized by baseball, soccer, track 
and football leagues. 

Donation of the Yorba Linda 
Women’s Club building on Yorba 
Linda Boulevard as a Community 
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Center for recreational use was the 
City’s first acquisition of real 
property. Also the City entered into 
escrow with the Yorba Linda School 
District for purchase of the former 
administrative offices on Casa 
Loma. The City anticipates use of 
the building for additional recrea- 
tion purposes. The City’s park plan 
continued to expand with final 
arrangements for purchase of a park 
site on Palm Avenue. 
DEVELOPMENT 

Annexations: 

During 1975 the City of Yorba 
Linda annexed 644 acres of the 
Dominguez Ranch and 106 acres of 
the Upper ‘‘K’’ Ranch expanding its 
City boundaries easterly within its 
Sphere of Influence. In addition

May Cause New Tax 


Placentia and Yorba _ Linda 
residents may get an opportunity to 
vote on whether they want to 
continue their paramedic service 
and also on how the increasingly 
expensive program will be funded. 


Concern at county level now is 
how to support the paramedics 
which cauld turn out to be a $6 
million program countywide. 

Ken Mays, assistant adminstra- 
tive officer of Orange County, said 
this week that under present 
consideration is some type of county 
service area tax which would provide 
sufficient funds to keep the 
ambitious program rolling. 

This could be anywhere from S to 
1S cents per $100 assessed valuation 
property tax. No decisions have 
been made as to amount or even if 
this would be the best way to fund 
the program, he explained. 

There is however, likelihood that 
some method of financing will 
appear on the June election ballot, 
he said. ‘‘A study is going on,’’ he

Mays explained that even if the $6 
million figure were the one chosen 
‘‘that would mean just $3.50 a head 
for each person in the county.”’ 

Mays added that he expected the 
consideration to appear on the 
supervisors’ agenda ‘‘in a week or 
so.”’ 

The county’s current cost of its 
paramedics program, which in- 
cludes service to Placentia, Yorba 
Linda, five other cities and the 
unincorporated areas, along with 
the cost of a training center, has 
reached $1.7 million. That is 
approximately a four time increase 
over its beginning expense two 
years ago.

This added revenue would permit 
your Board to restore basic 
programs and services lost as a 
result of the widening gap between 
income and costs.

If the revenue limit increase is 
passed by a majority vote, it is 
estimated that the general purpose 
tax rate would rise from $2.33 for 
eacy $100 of assessed valuation of 
property to $3.11. This increase 
would be the first voted increase 
since 1967. 

Your Board believes that a YES 
vote on this issue is in the public 
interest and is necessary to maintain 
a complete basic program for all 
students.

including five ‘‘solids’’ (e.g., 
English, mathematics, science, 
foreign language, social science); all 
other vital educational areas (e.g., 
business education, advanced aca- 
demic courses, special education, 
fine/ practical arts, music, athletics, 
vocational training); full support 
services (e.g., counseling, health, 
library, clerical); present class sizes;* 
essential books and _ instructional 
materials; existing student trans- 
portation and maintenance of 
facilities. 

The last revenue increase, voted 
in 1967, was planned to provide 
needed additional income for three 
years. In fact, it has lasted eight 
years. Proportionally, costs have 
skyrocketed while District income 
has increased only .4 1/2 percent 
yearly. It is obvious that the State 
will not provide significant new 
financial aid for several years. 

The District’s budget was cut 
seriously this year. Instructional 
supplies, books, staff, administra- 
tion, supervision, maintenance and 
inservice training were reduced 
significantly. Curriculum projects 
and purchase of equipment were 
eliminated. 

A tight budget will continue under 
this minimum proposal. If the 
election fails, many students will 
suffer a loss of class time, programs, 
educational services and activities 
available. 

To continue our strong education- 
al program will cost more now, but 
failure to do so will have a lasting 
effect upon out sfudents’ education. 
The quality and depth of the future 
educational program will be 
determined by the voters.

Fimance and Revenue Sharing: 

The Finance Department pur- 
chased a validating machine which 
will provide more internal control of 
all in-coming revenues. Business 
licenses revenues have increased 
with a revision to the oil well tax 
structure. Park-in-lieu funds collec- 
ted this year have been $33,600 with 
a total of $160,500 in the trust fund. 
Revenue Sharing Trust funds now 
total $208,949. , 


Staff: 

Six new positions were authorized 
by the City Council under the 
C.E.T.A. program. A Code 
Enforcement Officer, a Public 
Works Inspector were employed. 
Two clerk typists and an account 
clerk were also employed to assist 
various departments. One mainten- 
ance worker was added to the 
maintenance department. An Ad- 
ministrative Assistant to the City 
Administrator was hired to assist in 
preparing reports to the City 
Council and other administrative 
duties.

Dear Editor: 

Some time ago you started a series 
of articles on the Yorba Linda/Brea 
Police relationship. I, for one, would 
not only like to see it resurrected, 
but expanded to include firsthand 
accounts, pro and con, concerning 
the Brea Police from local citizenry. 

I feel this will, in effect, give our 
City Council a better idea of the local 
feeling while saving them and the 
citizens a lot of valuable time at City 
Council meetings. 

As a matter of fact, I would like to 
be the first to submit a firsthand 
account. Not being a particular fan 
of the Brea Police, this is not a 
complimentary letter. As any other 
incidents I may cite would, by now, 
be close to ancient history, I would 
like to air a current gripe, Saturday, 
Jan. 10, 1976 to be exact. 

Early Saturday evening I was at 
the paper for a meeting with the 
publisher. Upon leaving at 7:30 p.m. 
I was stupid enough to run out of gas 
on Yorba Linda Blvd. between the 
paper and home, between Palm and 
Kellogg heading east, to be exact. 

As I normally purchase my gas at 
Yorba Linda Blvd. and Fairmont this 
did not appear to be a big problem, 
just a short walk, right? Wrong! For 
some reason the station was, on this 
Saturday night, closed at 7:30 p.m. 

With a few unkind words about 
the gas station, my car, and my own 
level of intelligence, I continued my 
trek to my home arriving, frozen, at 
8:15 p.m. 

At 8:20 p.m. the Police 
Department was having my car 
picked up by Slim’s Tow Service and 
hauled away to the storage yard on 
Lakeview in Anaheim. 

Being sure that it was 7:30 or after 
when I left the paper, this would

fact that it was unlocked it would be 
apparent to anyone that it was 
disabled. Add to this the fact that the 
closest gas station (which would 
have been a minimum 20 minute 
walk up and back) was closed, the 
fact that my registration (which had 
been removed from the glove 
compartment and placed on the 
front seat when I went to pick up the

TALES

An ABSOLUTE MUST 
for this ride is that every 
horse and rider be safely 
and properly equipped. 
This means your horse 
should be wearing properly 
fitted tack in good condition 
and all riders must wear 
boots. 

Don’t show up with bare 
feet or tennis shoes and no 
saddle on your horse, or 
you’ll probably wind up 
being a spectator instead of 
a competitor.
